of  Treaty  Methods  of  His 
Country  Given  by  Ambassa- 
dor Davis  Before  Oto  at 
Oxford  ynivirsllf 


OXFORD,  Fpb.  20.— John  W.  Davis, 
the.  American  Ambassador,  speaking 
tonight  before  the  Oxford  University 
Brfttoh-American  Club,  gave  an  ex- 
haustive explanation  of  the  treaty- 
making  powers  of  the  Tnlted  States. 
Ho  prefaced  his  remarks  with  a  com- 
parison of  British  and  Amf-rican 
treaty  methods  of  chitrauterlstics  of 
the  two  peoples. 

"Tlib  many  slmltorlttos  bo^we^ n  the 
two  peoples  ought  to  ^fce  aiid  quite 
sufOly  do  make  for  their  conttttUi^ 
ffieikdshlp,'*  said  Mr.  Davis. 

"We  must  be  careful,  however,  not 
to  put  upon  ^tlyg|(^^^y|3a„^^^  strain 
stronger  than  they  will  IjeTirT  and  we 
shall  know  their  strt^ngth  better  If  we 
treat  th«'m  like  a  link."  ' 

Continuing,  he  said: 

"Vti4  Alnerioan  people  are  likely 
for  nuuiy  years  to  accomplish  through 
tKto  means  (the  present  treaty 
method)  their  compacts  with  man- 
kind. The  checks  nnd  balances  by 
which  it  is  surrounded  and  the  free 
and  full  debate  which  it  allows  are 
In  their  eyes  vlrtueo,  rather  than  de- 
tects. .  .  There  to  not  and  never 
ean  bo  a  secret  treaty  binding  them 
either  in  law  or  in  Aiovals."

SPOKANE.  Feb.  20.— Resolutions  urg-

Robert  Edwin  Peary,  for  many 
years  noted  as  an  Arctic  explorer,  and 
famous  «i.s  the  dlsicovercr  of  the  North 
Pole,  was  born  at  Cresson,  Pa.,  May 
6.  1856. 

On  September  <.  lM8r  Peary  sent 
a  message  to  New  York  from  Indian 
Uarbo^.  Cape  Ritce,  announcing  his 
dlsooyery  of  the  North  Pole.  Uls 
actual  attainment  of  the  Pole  hud 
been  Just  Ave  months  before,  on  April 
6.  1909. 

When  this  dispatch  came  the  world 
was,  quite  unknown  to  Peary,  al- 
ready praising  Dr.  Frede^rlck  A.  Cook 
as  the  discoverer.  Only  foiir  days 
previous  to  tho  Peary  announcement, 
Cook,  who  was  on  his  way  back  to 

Copenhagen     on     board  It  Danish 

steamer,  had  telegraphed  the  claim 
that  he  Had  reached  the  Pole  on  April 
21,  1908 — nearly  a  year  ahead  of 
Peary. 

Whtla  Df.  Co^'s  ^ftlm-dMHsol  go 
unqueeUoned'  from  the  flrst,  he  had 

for  four  days  at  least  been  widely  ac- 
claimed as  the  discoverer  of  the 
Pole.  With  Peary's  message,  there 
arose  one  of  the  greatest  oontrover- 
sles  of  all  ugcs  over  the  honor  ol| 
actual  flnt  dlaeqvery. 
'  Pearr>  with  his  record  of  seven 
successful  trips  to  thf  Arotlo,  an4 
his  offldlal  standing  In  scientlflo 
droles,  easily  held  the  commanding 
position  In  the  controversy. 

Ho  was  62  years  old  when  ho  set 
out  on  his  eighth  and  successful  In- 
vaaion  ot  the  Polar  rai^na.'

She  was  de 
siKned  by  the  Herreshoffs  foT  a  >yndl 
CAte  of  prominent  New  York  yaciUs- 
men  who,  it  is  reprirted,  have  phiced 
a  new  order  for  two  dtltereni  sets  of 
aalls  for  the  yacia.  Thi.s  is  taken  as 
an  almost  sure  indication  thai  Reso- 
lute will  lie  the  defender. 

The  history,  of  the  ocean  race 
claaslo  dates  l>ack  to  lil51,  wheq  the 
stdMmnor  yacht  America,  owned  by 
sevoral  American  yachtsmen,  was 
sent  to  London,  England,  as  an  ex- 
hibit of  fore-and-aft  vessels  built  in 
this  country.  Her  owners  challenged 
all  comers  and  finally  entered  tlic 
Yankee  craft  in  a  regatia  for  a  (•up 
which  had  been  offered  for  yaclits 
from  nil  nations.  Stxtaen  yachts 
started  in  this  contest  on  August  22, 
ISSl.  The  start  was  fi'om  Cowes, 
Isle  of  Wight,  and .  the  course  sailed 
was  around  that  Island.  Tho'  starting 
gun  wn*  Ared  at  10  a.m..  and  at  6:'^'. 
p.m.  the  America  came  to  anchor  off 
Cowes,  winning  the  race  and  prize, 
which  (Bver  since  has  been  known  'is 
oht  America's  Cup.  The  Aurora,  the 
smallest  boat  in  the  race,  finished 
second,  beaten  by  OilAtoeM  mlnutM, 
actual  time. 

Six  year.s  later,  on  July  S,  1857.  the 
owners  of  the  America,  .L  C.  Stevens, 
Edwin  A.  Stevens,  Hamilton  Wilkes, 
J.  Beokmann  Finley  and  Ooorge  L. 
Schuyler.,  presented  the  cup  to  the 
New  Vork  Taoht  Club  to  be  held  as  a 
perpetual  ,  International  yachting 
trophy. 

-  In  October.  18«S.  James  Ashbury, 
of  the  Royal  Thames  Yacht  <*lub, 
London.  England,  challonfired  for  the 
cup.  but  owinR  to  snnio  disagreement 
as  to  the  terms  he  did  not  race  for 
the  cup  until  1S70,  when  he  came 
across  the  Atlantic  in  his  schooner 
ya.eht  Cambria  in  an  ocean  race 
agrainst  James  Gordon  Bennett's 
Dauntless  from  the  Old  Mead  of  Kin- 
sale  to  sandy  Hook  Llghtahip.  Gam- 
brla  btet  Dauntteaa  in  the  ocean  race 
by  over  an  hour.  The  conditions  for 
the  first  contest  for  the  America's 
Cvip  in  these  waters  were  the  same 
♦vhich  governed  the  race  againnt  a 
f.eet  of  yachts  whi^h  .\merica  won 
around  the  Isle  of  Wight.  Cambrl.a 
had  one  rncc  iiK-nlr««t  the  whole  New 
York  Yacht  Club  fieet.  It  was  sailed 
over 'the  old  New.  York  Yacht  Club 
courM,  from  off  Stapleton.  Staten  Isl- 
and, to  and  around  the  Sandy  Hook 
LiifttBhtp  and  return.  Fifteen 
•ehoonera  Competed,  the  start  being 
made  at  14: SO  a.m.  August  8.  1870. 
'M'akld  won,  heating  Idler,  the  second 
yacht,  by  eleven  minutes.  America 
finished  fourth  In  this  ev(3nt,  and 
Cambria,  the  challenger,  finished  In 
tenth  place,  over  thirty-nine  mlnotw 
behind  the  winner. 

In  1871  Mr.  Ashbury  returned  with 
a  new  schooner,  Livonia,  while  tho 
New  York  nbht  Club  aelected  four 
sohoonora,..  Cotambla.  Sap^boi  Palmer 
and  DavntleSB  aa  defendors  in  a  rarles 
of  four  out  of  seven  raOea  Oulum- 
bia,  a  light  weather  boat,  won  the 
first  race,  on  October  1«.  by  twcnty- 
Mcven  minutes  fo\ir  seconds,  corrected 
time.  Two  days  later  Columbia  aKuIn 
w.^s  the  victor.  f)n  the  folloving  ila\- 
Columbia  lort  h*r  flylnj?  fib  stay  .nnd 
broke  her  steering  gear  on  the  fun 
home.  Livonia  winning  by  fifteen  min- 
utes ten  seconds.  Sappho  was  selected 
as  the  dofondor  in  the  fourth  race, 
on  Ootobor  SI,  and  beat  Xdvonla  by 
thirty  minvtea  twenty-one  aeconda 
On  Oetober  2*  Sappho  again  defeated 
the  challenger  by  twenty-five  min- 
utes twentw-eeven  seconds,  ending 
the  series.

Canada  also  furnished  the  next 
challenser  in  1881.  This  was  the 
Co -foot  sloop  Atalanta.  tlie  first  single 
sticker  to  try  for  the  ctip.  After  sev- 
eral trial  races  Mischief,  an  Iron 
sloop.  was  chosen  to  defend  the 
trophy.  This  she  successfully  ac- 
eompllshod  In  two  races  November  9 
and  10,  1R81.  winning  the  first  )»y 
tWenty-elght  and  a  half  minutes  and 
tho  aoeoad  by  oror  fhingMfoar  min- 
utes.

Declares  He  Was  Never  Guilty 
of  Exchanging  Intelligence

The  1919-20  edition  of  Lloyd's  Register  of  Shipping,  the  first  issued  entirely 
free  from  censorship  !!incc  war  began,  it  tfaqaeitiOBably  the  *  most  rcliallle 
authority  on  Merchant  Shipping  published.  • 

From  the  figures  given  therein,  reasonably  accurate  deductions  can  be  made 
as  to  the  effects  of  tbe  war  on  the  merchant  fleets  of  the  world. 

A  comparison  of  the  amount  of  the  world's  steam  toiinage  today,  witii  simi- 
lar aaUljMks  piUtoUshcd  hi  1914,  coteiincd  with  a  calculation  of  tht  normal  addi- 
thm  ^lAicii  woitld^hgtv*  bm  iM«de  If  no  war  had  Uken  place  daring  that  period, 
hllittet  *  a«^worid's  loif  of  7,473,000  tons. 

Tttle  qttcstion  of  cfneieacy  of  thte-preaent  Steam  Tonnage  has  not  been  taken 
into  account  in  the  above  figures.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a  large  amount  of  ton- 
nage now  in  existence  which,  under  ordinary  conditions,  would  have  been 
hffohen  up  and  replaced  by  modern  and  more  economical  vessels. 

Moreover,  it  should  be  remembered  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  tonnage 
built  during  the  war  is  not  equal  in  general  efficiency  to  the  tonnage  which  was 
built  in  the  last  few  vcars  prior  to  the  War.

THE  BRITISH  COLUMBIA  LUMBER  EXPORT  TRADE  Is  limited  enty 
by  the  amount  of  suitable  tonnage  available. 

THE  MOST  SUITABLE  TYPE  OF  SHIP  for  this  trade  is  the  wooden 
Barqnentine  with  a  cargo  capacity  of  2,400  tons  deadweight  or  1.500,000  ft.  B.M. 
lumber.  For  a  long  time  to  cotne,  and  perhaps  ipdefinitely,  there  will  exist  cer- 
uin  fields  of  operation  where  sailiBg  thips  of  tnii  typt'wilt  be  able  tb  aacef iiftdly 
compete  with  power-driven  vessels. 

CIRCUMSTANCES  FAVORING  SAILING  VESSELS 

IN  THE  FIRST  PLACE  there  is  the  lower  initial  cost,  this  not  only 
means  less  interest  on  capital  outlay,  but  it  involves  a  lesser  amount  of  Marine 
Risk  Insurance  to  be  carried,  and  a  smaller  sinking  fund  for  annual  depreciation. 

The  net  cargo  ci^aci^  oi  »  sftUhif  ship  is  grfattf  than  thut  of  Miy  oth]6r  ship 
of  the  same  sire. 

As  a  very  small  er«w  is  required  aa4  no  ftt«l  Is  ttittd,  the  eoifrent  c^ritillff 
expenses  are  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

British  Columbia  lumber,  on  account  of  its  varied  dimensions  and  sometimes 
•extremely  great  lengths,  cannot  be  loaded  or  unloaded  as  expeditiously  as.^say, 
a  cargo  of  wheat  (which  may  be  loaded  by  gravity  from  an  elevator),  consequently 
a  lumber  cargo  delays  a  vessel  longer  in  port.  Tbe  sailing  ship,  with  the  smaller 
OTerhead  expense,  has  a  big  adrantage  over  a  steamer  at  these  periods  as  well  as 
daring  the  voyage.  A  longer  voyage  does  not  militate  seriously  against  a  sailing; 
vessel  in  the  case  of  cargoes  of  low  first  cost,  as  the  interest  is  proportionate  to 
the  low  value,  and  is  counterbalanced  by  the  advantage  of  ft  lower  freight  rate 
which  a  sailing  ship  can  give  and  yet  make  a  good  profit  for  its  owners. 

Whereas  a  steamer  is  hound  expense  and  bunkering  needs  to  stick  to 
defined  routes,  a  sailing  vessel  can  \n  many  instances  afford  to  return  in  ballast 
to  its  home  port.  The  foregoing  point  is  an  important  one  to  bear  in  mind,  as 
owing  to  the  present  undeveloped  stale  of  British  Columbia's  Foreign  Trade  we 
have  an  abundance  of  lumber  for  export,  and  are  not  yet  prepared  to  absorb  a 
similar  bulk  of  return  freight.  However,  once  bottoms  are  provided  and  main- 
tained in  constant  service,  mixed  return  cargoes  will  be  fortn coming  and  lessen 
the  cost  of  outward  lumber  transportation.  The  sequence  to  inexpensive  trans- 
portion  will  be  an  toercasc  in  the  volume  of  trade,  thereby  esubiishing  also  a 
pcrawnent  shipping  buiiaess.

A  lengtjhy  resolution  passed  by  In- 
duatrlal  sihd  mainufacturing  bodies 
was  read  by  Mr.  E.  C.  Knight,  who 
pointed  to  tbo  fact  that  a  Federal 
commission  Ik  now  investigating  the 
question  10  the  end  that  restrictive 
legislation  governing  the  hours  of 
la|K>r  might  he  enacted. .  It  would  be 
mOat  unwisa,  he  thought,  for  any 
leghdature  to  take  aotion  until  the 
results  of  the  itivostigatloa  are 
known.  He  stated  that  In  the  lum- 
bering industry  the  work  was 
"seasonable"  and  it  was  virtually 
Impossible  to  regulate  the  hours  of 
labor  to  suit  all  parts  of  the  Domin- 
lon.  At  iireapnt  the  hours  are  fixed 
after .  ^psultatlon  with  labor  in  all 
the  mills  of  the  Province.
